day, March 14. While the tax propo- 
sition was pending It was announced 
that some of the high school teachers 
would establish a private high school 
In case the proposition failed 
There 


would ha%e been no public high school 
next >ear and a private high school 
would ha\e been an assured success 


PREFER HOME SCHOOL. 


With the public high school closed 


Decatur high school district would be 
required to pay the tuition of all 
eighth grade graduates who wished to 
attend high school outside of tha dis- 
trict. But It is certain that a great 
many parents would prefer to keep 
their children at home and pay tuition 
to sending them a-nay from home and 
pav board 


The cost of educating a pupil in the 


Decatur high school last year was 
$116. In the Argenta high school last 
year the per capita cost was $201. A 
private high school could charge a 
tuition fee of $200 to $2?0 per pupil 
and do an excellent b-uslness 
Such a 


high school if ably conducted should 
have 200, 300 or perhaps more stu-. 
dents if there were no public high 
school 


STILL, THINKING OF IT. 


The tax proposition carried, the 


public high school will not tie closed 
and the plan for a private high school 
has been dropped. But a number of 
patrons of the schools were quick to 
grasp the ide? of a prnate high school 
and they still cling- to it 
There is a 


place in Decatur for such a school 
they saj not the same kind of place 
there would be if the public high 
school should be closed but there is 
nevertheless a place. 
Decatur is the 


only city of its size in the state that 
has not an academ>, seminary or eome 
other private school doirg the work 
of high school grade 
That Decatur 


has no such school is owing largely 
o the high quality of work done by 
the public high school 


PREPARE FOR COLLEGE. 


The chief function of such a school 


would be to prepare students lor east- 
ern colleges 
Its course of training 


would be arranged to that end 
It 


would not do much else but qualify 
students for eastern college examina- 
tions. Our high school fully meets 
the entrance requirements of 
the 


Xorth Central Association of Col- 
leges and Secondary schools but it 
has no special training for entrance 
to eastern colleges. 


Such a private high school would 


not have a lare clientele, but It would 
t>e a well paid institution. There are 
a number of teachers in the Decatur 
high school who are q-uite able to 
Londuct such a private school suc- 
cessfully and the matter 
has been 


urcred upon them Insistently. Thev

out the front door 
The reason an- 


other good woman did not lose more 
than $700 is that was all she had to 
her credit; it was sot by a high- 
wayman who snatched it and a bag 
out of her hand. 


In this cose other banking houses 


of Chicago were prompt in trying to 
give assurance to depositors that the 
institution was all right, but many 
didn't seem to care to be assured. 
Other banks came to the rescue with 
a wagonload of currency. 


It is strange that after all these 


years we can't find something bet- 
ter than a run on tbe bank 
Even IE 


the condition of the institution is 
not the best, a run is about the 
worst remedy that can be applied. 
And it is a fact that a bank may 
be A 1 and still be crowded onto the 
rocks by a rua that is kept up. 


The plain truth is that If a bank 


had on hand cash for all depositors, 
enough to pay all of them in full on 
immediate demand, it wouldn't be 
considered a back, it would be only 
some kind of a freak establishment.
